The Plans and Resources Committee 
was given the following mandate by 
Shirley Stoker, Chairman of BCS, in 
December of 1985: 

"to draw up a realistic five-year 
plan for BCS that would be self- 
perpetuating in its structure. This 
plan should be an analysis of what 
we presently have and what we 
aim to achieve in the future." 

I thought you might be interested to 
know what has been accomplished 
so far. The process has been divided 
into three phases: 

Phase I — January 1, 1986 — May 
30, 1986 

Beginning in January 1986, as 
Chairman of the "P and R Commit- 
tee" I worked with the Director of 
Development and the Headmaster 
in identifying areas of examination 
of the strengths, assets and 
weaknesses of BCS. The Director of 
Development and I attended the 
NAIS (the National Association of 
Independent Schools) Long-Range 
Planning Policy and Development 
Workshop in Tarrytown, New York 
on April 20 and 21, 1986 to assist in 
the development of an approach to 
the determination of a Long-Range 
Plan. 



Phase II — June 1, 1986 — Oc- 
tober 15, 1986 

During the early part of Phase II, 
ten subcommittees were constituted 
and questions asked to correlate and 
examine information that had been 
derived during Phase I. 

As part of this fact-finding pro- 
cess, subcommittee members 
prepared written reports which were 
presented orally to a panel consisting 
of Pam Dunn, Derek Price, John 
Pratt, Bev Bradley and me during 
Thanksgiving weekend. 

The reports were thorough, pro- 
vocative and extremely well- 
presented to the panel. The 
Thanksgiving weekend presentation 
and panel discussion have produced 
a tremendous amount of data which 
will form part of the data base of my 
report to the Board of Directors. 

PHASE III — October 15, 1986 — 
June 1987. 

During Phase III, there will be 
further analysis and synthesis of data 
by the Chairman, some panelists 
and selected experts as part of the 
preparation of the final report to the 
Board of Directors. 



As a follow-up to the Thanksgiv- 
ing forum, we probably have more 
questions than answers and no 
doubt a number of the "presentors" 
will be contacted for further details 
and clarification as part of the 
analysis and synthesis of the large 
amount of data delivered. 

As a panelist, I was moved by the 
spirit and the cooperation which we 
have had from so many people in 
our fact-finding exercise. There is 
now an enormous amount of respon- 
sibility on the Chairman to get the 
Report to the Board right. 

Strategic planning, setting of 
goals and objectives and defining an 
action plan is an ongoing evolu- 
tionary process of which the Report 
is only a part. I hope that certain 
aspects of the forum have taken on a 
life of their own and that a number 
of ancillary problems will be solved 
before the Report is even delivered. 
One of the common threads of many 
of the presentations was a desire for 
closer interaction between the Board 
of Directors and the School com- 
munity. That process seems already 
to have begun.

THE CASE FOR ANNUAL GIVING 



"Annual Giving" is the amount of 
money given to the School each year 
by an Old Boy, an Old Girl, a parent 
or a special friend of BCS. From our 
perspective it does not include 
amounts given to special campaigns 
or appeals for specific projects such 
as capital additions. 

Why do we need it? As we are 
presently constituted, the fees paid 
by parents are intended to cover the 
basic costs of operating the School 
only. All costs associated with 
operating the Development Office, 
the Foundation, and the Alumni 
Association must come from other 
sources. 

Take the BCS Bulletin, for exam- 
ple. Twice a year the Development 
Office mails the Bulletin to over 
4,000 alumni, present parents and 
friends. Its purpose is to ensure that 
members of the BCS constituency 
are up to date on all facets of School 
life. Hopefully it fosters interest in 



and concern for the School's ac- 
tivities. It attempts to keep alumni 
in touch with each other through 
News of the Classes, Alumni Ac- 
tivities, etc. Unlike many schools, 
BCS does not charge a fee to those 
who receive our mailings. 

Our ultimate goal is, of course, to 
provide the financial resources to en- 
sure the future of BCS. My dream is 
to see our Scholarship Fund grow by 
leaps and bounds, that we may be in 
the position to offer financial 
assistance to many more than the 55 
students presently receiving some 
form of funding. 

How much should we give? How 
much people give clearly comes 
down to an individual decision in- 
fluenced by interest, personal 
resources and other commitments. 
During last year's phonathon, we 
suggested $10 for each year since 
graduation. Not everyone met this 



goal; others exceeded it, but the in- 
teresting thing was that most 
thought it was a fair and reasonable 
formula to use. 

Generally speaking, you can 
specify where your money goes. You 
can choose between endowment 
gifts, where the capital is preserved 
(Scholarship and Capital Funds, for 
example) and general gifts where the 
money is used to support the 
operating expenses of the Develop- 
ment Office or to provide for special 
School needs. Should you feel 
strongly about the Library, the Ar- 
chives, the Theatre, etc. you may so 
indicate. 

Please give generously. We at BCS 
believe you will continue to be very 
proud of your association with the 
School. With your support the next 
150 years will be even better than 
the last 150 years!

THE BROTHERS' BELL
